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The Government must have one of two 
intentions. It may intend to pass the Bill 
and then to postpone its enforcement in- 
definitely. It may intend to ‘give the 
North-East corner its strictly guarded 
Legislature, in the hope that afterwards 
weight of circumstances may drive the rest 
of the country into a Southern Legislature. 
In either case it is clear that the Govern- 
ment assumes that the “six counties ” 
will accept the Bill. That assumption 
may yet be falsified. In the first place, it 
is not «ertain that the Unionist confer- 
ences which are about to be held in Ulster 
will accept the Bill, with ail its guarantees 
of permanent partition. Unionist Ulster 
has not forgotten her Covenant, and three 
counties which the Covenant embraced 
would be sacrificed by this Bill. In the next 
place, even if Unionist Ulster endorses the 
Bill in its present form, it may reject the 
Bill that will pass its third reading in the 
House of Commons. The Coalition 
majority, we may suppose, will retain some 
right of independent judgment. Mr. 
Asquith’s retarn will give new life end 
spirit to the Independent Liberals. The 
Labour Party is a growing force in Parlia- 
ment.

When supplies from 
regular sources fail it refers you to Dublin 
coal merchants, who have only coal of unsuit- 
able quality to supply, and at a price which 
is necessarily high.

THE LAND COMMISSION AND FAIR RENTS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin,—I wonder can any of your readers sug- 
gest on what prificiple (if any) the Land Com- 
mission is acting in the fixing of fair renta. 
There are not many applications nowadays to 
fix fair rents for either second or third terms 
There are a good many applications to fix 
the resumption value of holdings—chiefly by the 
Congested Districts Board, and the Sub-Conm- 
mission Court, and on appeal. The Land Com- 
mission Court frequently have before them at 
the same sitting applications of both classes, 
when one sees the apparently contradictory re 
sults of enormously increased prices fixed for 
resumption and reductions in judicial rents. 
In the resumption cases the tenants and their 
valuers give evidence of the almost fabulous 
profits that can be made out of the holdings, 
and are borne out by the fact that similar 
holdings realise at auction sales tremendously 
high prices. The court acts on this evidence, 
and fixes prices that a few years ago would 
have been considered impossible, but, when it 
comes to deal with fair reut cases, reduces rents
